DIERBERGER’S DOOM. 


Made Darker this Morning by Van 
Wagoner’s Refusal of a New Trial 
Judge Van Wagoner this mornimg gave a 

somewhat lengthy decision overruling the motion 

for a new trial in the case of Otto I. Dierberger, 
convicted of the murder of Horne ina Market 
street car on the evening of the 24th of May last. 

He said that the statement by defendant’s coun- 

sel that even if all the facts produced in the trial 

of the case were true they failed to establish a 

case of murder in the first degree 

did not hold, as they did establish sucha case 

in his opinion. He thought, too, that 


the evidence very clearly estadlisned the neces- 
sary deliberation, Still, according to certain tes- 
timony of defendant, it would seem that Dier- 
berger acted in self-defense, and upon this the in- 
struction for murder in the second degree had 
been given. On the question of whether the evi- 
dence showed that delendaut was an officer at 
the time of the murder, the Courtheld that it 
tailed to do so, and that even if he was, he acted 
illegally in shooting Horne as he did. A number 
of amuavits had introduced to show thai 
some of the jury had acted Improperly, and if it 
was true that one of the jurymen had made the 
remark at bers charged upon m, 
he was an incompetent juror. He 
contradicied the .afildavit, however. Several 
of the jurors befouleu themselves by their affi- 
daviis suowibg that their verdict was arrived at 
in a way not complimentary to themselves, How- 
ever, the conduct of the jury had hot been made 
one of the grounds for u new trial. “If it bad 
deen,“ the Court said, I am not prepared to sa 
what I would do in regard to it. Oertainly 
would not pass upon the matter, as the affidavits 
were not included wita the motion for a new tri- 
al.” In cogciusion, the Court intimated that the 
matter was one which could r be brought 
before the Supreme Court, with which he seemed 
io think it would have considerable weight.

The Sup¢rintendent of Letter Car- 
riers Asserts His Innocence. 


- — 


How the Investigation was Brought 
About--Postmaster Wells Acting Very 
Queerly in the Matter--An Official In- 
vestigation to Follow. : 


: > 


As there appears to be considerable mystery 
about the recent Post Office investigations by 
which the alleged practices of Mr. Wright, super- 
intendent of letter carriers, were. brought to 
light, and as the story of the affair is rather inter- 
esting, the Posr-Disrarck, being in possession 
of the facis in the case, can give them all to the- 
public. For some time past there has been & 
great deal of dissatisfaction amoug the letter car- 
riers owing to the alleged oppression of Mr. 
Wright. Wright succeeded in stirring up the ani- 
mosity of some thirty or more carriers, and thé 
result was that they watched his actions with 
the hope that he would commit something which 
woula serve as a basis 
@harges upon and have him dismissed. 


They alleged tnat they have succeeded In catch- 
ing him in a number of fregularities, but were 
afraid to take any step toward preferring charges. 
When Mr. Wells was appointed these carriers 
began to spread the rts of. Wright’s irregu- 
larittes with the hope tthey would reach 
ear of Wells aud iuhluence him to appoint a new 
man to the place. These reports were beard by 
a Post-DisPATCH reporter aud pursued to their 
source. The reporter was told, however, that 
the complaining carriers would incur dismissal if 
they were to lend themselves to a newspaper 
interview. This method of obtaining counte- 
nance for the publication of the reports had to be 
abandoned, and then the scheme of an ,indigna- 
tion meeting was pro . This proposition 
was met by the statement that a rule of the de- 
partment forbade any meeting of 
employees, or anv conspiracy to unseat a 
superior, The reporter then cailed on Mr, Wells, 
the Postmaster, and informed him that he (the 
reporter) was in possession of information Wen, 
if true, reflected sefiously on the superintendent 
of leiter carriers. Mr. Wells was anxious to 
learn all the facts and tne iy — 4 tulked treeély 
with bim, telling himall he knew. The reporter 
then asked Mr. Wells tor a promise thas the 
ter carriers would not be molested in their posi- 
tions if they would ow themselves to be inter- 
viewed about the way in which they alleged they 
had been treated by their superintendent. Mr. 
Wells seemed to be very deeply interested in the

A FATED FESTIVAL. 
The Second Annual Dramatic 
Venture at Cincinnati. 


The Flood, the Riot and Other Circum- 
stances That Have Crowded it to the 
Wall—Casts Compared—Julias Cesar 
To-Night. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disvatch. 

CINCINNATI, Apri! 21.—Cincinnati’s reéord in 
Dramatic Femivals wilt soon be written. Their 
number will be two. Against the first may bewrit- 
ten Success; against the other “Failure.” A 
year ago the country was startied by the announ- 
cement of the first Dramatic Festival“ in Music 
Hall, on a scale of magnitude that tried credulity. 
Its promoters included some of the leading citi- 
zens of Cincinnati, Hon. E. F. Noyes, ex-Govern- 
or, and recently W. 8., Minister to France, was 
president of the Association. Henry Mack, a 
leading merchant, lent his servicesin parceling 
out complimentary tickets to thepress, and 
learned something of human nature in that role 
which he never would have found out in his bust 
ness. Other leading business men gave gratuit- 
ous service in various ways, including the duty of 
attending to the seating ofthe great audiences. 
The sale of seats was unprecedented. Fabulous 
premiums were paid for choice seats, and for 
some performances the entire house—over 4,000 
seats—was sold before the doors opened. There 
was no shamin any partog the preparations. 
New scenery and properties were supplied for 
nearly all plays. The casts included popular 
names inthe American drama. The venerabie 
James E. Murdock, whose fame is secure, trod 
the boaras as Hamlet and as Mark Antouy, and 
thrilled thousands by his masterly sili. as actor 
and eloéutionist, Mary Anderson, Clara Morris, 
Mile. Rhea, Lawrence Barrett, John McCullough 
and Nat Goodwin, with a small army of members 
of leading companies, gave to almost every char- 
acterastar. Critics gathered from all over the 
country, and their opinions were as varibus as 
their piaces of abade, but ali united in confessing 
that it was a popular success. The expenses 
reached the enormous sum of $88,000 for a week, 
but the receipts were $91,000, and all the scenery 
uud property remained as assets. 

NOW COMES THE SECOND AND LAST 
festivai. The misfartunes Were many. First, the 
leading citizens, who bore the brunt of the organ- 
ization of the first festival, found the labor uncon- 
genial and resigned. The Dramatic Festival As- 
sociation was incorporated, aud, instead of hay- 
ing the appearance of a publie enterprise it took 
its place as a private corperation, There was stitl 
a show of making it a popular institution by the 
appoinunent Of various committees, but it was 
understood as only an ordinary theatrical venture 
differing from others only in having a number of 
gvod-natured citizens subscribe to a guarantee 


-fund of $100,000 to cover possible losses. Next, 


there was a coming down from high expectations 
as to stars to be employed. Booth and Irving 


had been promised unofficially; neither of them 


could be engaged. Alongside of last year’s 
names have been placed Keene, Warde, Robson 
and Crane, Modjeska and Fanny Davenport. 
This must be confessed to be not a more attract- 
ive list than that of 1883. True, the selection of 
plays places comedy iu the foreground now, and 
in this department Robson and Crane would out- 
weigh one, Nat. Goodwin. But che general view 
is that this festival is not up to the standard of 
the first. Other misfortunes Were the flood, the 
riot, and the bolding in February of an opera 
festivalaud in May of a musical festival. Still 
another was the brief time for preparation after 
the determination to hold a festival was reached.

Judge D. J. Brewer of Kansas, the recently ap- 
pointed Associate Justice of the Supreme Oourt 
for the Eighth Judicial District, is in the city to- 
day on his first official visit to atterd a continu- 
ation of the Maren term of the court. “I ought 
to be at Jefferson City, where 
the court term opens to-day, but Judge 


Krekel offered to take care of the business there 
until next Monday, while I settle up some matters 
here that need attention,” he said to a Post-D1s- 
PATCH reporter who called on bim at the Piant-

As for my district a bill has been 
ntroduced in the ouse iby Broadhead 
and in the Senate by Ingali’s to divide it into two 
circuits, one of them being formed by the four 
river States in Broadhead’s bill, from which In- 
galis rs somewhat. For the 

RELIEF OF THE SUPREME COURT 
there are two plaus proposed. One is to create 
intermediate Courts of Appeals. above which no 
cases under $20,000 will be allowed to go. This 
will relieve the Supreme Court of a large number 
of cases. The other suggestion is 
to increase the number of judges to twenty-one, 
but divide the court into tareé separate courts 
of final adjudication. I do not thluk anything 
will be done at this session of 1 because 
interest in the Presidential election absorbs 
wi) just now.” 

“Judge, you have been a disinterested ob- 
server, What has been the Operation of the pro- 
hibition laws in Kansas? 

In the rural districts, and in the smaller 
towns, the law is enforced as 
well as any other law. The saloons are 
closed and I do not think much, if any, liquor is 
secretly sold, But in the lafge cities, such as 
Leavenworth, Wyandotte and Atchison, the law 
is a dead letter. The saloons in the cities are 
open, and liquor is sold as it always was. It is 
impossible to enforce the law in such places. En- 
forcement has been tried but given up as useless. 
A revenue is derived from the saloous by a nomi- 
hal prosecution and a fine which the saloon keep- 
ers pay every month, by some arrangement, I 
thin with the ‘municipal authorities. 
It amounts to ubout as much 
@ as license. Public opinion governs the enforce- 
ment of the law.“ 

“On the whole what is the result in the way of 
liquor consumption, and what is the sentiment of 
the ple on the subject?” 

“On the whole the sale of liquor has decreased, 
owing to the enforcement of the law ip the coun- 
try and towns, and I should say that there was 

A GROWING TEMPERANCE SENTIMENT 

in Kansas. There isa sentiment in favor ofa 

trial of the law by strictly en- 
forcing it everywhere. The majority 
of the people believe that liquor drinking causes 
crime and they want to see the law tried honest- 
ly. If it turns out to be a failure then and to en- 
courage deceit and secret drinking they wiil vote 
against it.“ 

“Then prohibition is not becoming unpopular 
in Kansas?” 

“No; itis not. Rather the contrary is the case, 
The law needs modifying in some respeets 
and when some changes have been made 
in it Withgespect to obtaining alcohol or liquor 
for mediifical purposes the sentiment will be still 
stronger in its favor. The clection of Gov. Glick 
was the result of a combination of circumstances
